If  yon  run  an  automobile, 
yon  will  neeij  to  learn  to  work  your  hands  and 
your  feet.  tot),  and  sometimes  yon  will  hare  to 
work  them  a$l  at  once.

The  Htantlnrd,  of  Chicago,  seems,  In  edi¬ 
torial  entitled  “A  Person — Not  a  Book,"  to  dis¬ 
parage  too  great  respect  for  the  Blbl»-and  insist 
on  keeping  our  eyes  on  Jesus.  It  says  the  center 
of  Christianity  is  a  person,  not  a  book.  The  Old 
and  New  Testaments  *e  rightly  consider  of  di¬ 
vine  origin.  But  we  do  not  worship  the  Bible. 
All  of  which  may  be  true,  but  will  the  able  editor 
tell  us  where  we  are  to  find  Jesus,  or  get  any 
knowledge  of  Him  that  Is  accurate,  satisfying 
and  authoritative,  if  it  Is  not  In  the  Bible.  Jesus 
said,  "The  words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  they 
are  spirit,  and  thoy  are  life." 
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In  the  beginning  of  the  present  war  In  Europe, 

It  was  com  niton  to  hear  prayers  for  peace,  and 
that  we  might  in  this  country  be  preserved  from 
the  horrors  of  war.  As  time  passed  we  became 
accustomed  tjo  war  reports  snd  conditions.  Per¬ 
haps  our  hearts  were  hardened.  Largely  our 
people  also  chased  to  pray  that  we  might  be  sav¬ 
ed  from  waf,  accepting  peace  as  a  matter  of 
course.  Wet  seem  even  to  have  ceased  being 
grateful  for;  peace;  at  least  ceased  expressing 
gratitude.  There  seems  to  have  been  little  ref¬ 
erence  to  tli^se  things  In  our  public  prayers.  It 
It  for  this  tl^at  we  are  now  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  most  serious  situation  In  our  country 
since  the  war  began?  One  who  had  ruled  long 
and  wall  God's  people  In  the  old  time  said,  "Ood 
forbid  that  1  should  sin  against  the  Lord  In 
ceasing  to  pray  for  you  ”  Have  we,  the  people, 
sinned  in  this  matter  In  ceasing  to  pray  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  his  advisors 
In  this  time  of  national  peril?  God  still  rules 
In  the  heavOns  and  among  the  armies  of  men. 
He  bolds  the  hearts  of  k!ng>-  In  His  hands  snd 
will  turn  thfm  according  to  His  own  win.  The 
breaking  off  of -diplomatic  relations,  which  seem¬ 
ed  Inevitable  under  the  circumstances,  makes 
the  preservation  of  peace  and  settlement  of  dif¬ 
ferences  moi'e  difficult,  but  God  la  able  to  pre¬ 
serve  us  still  The  President  does  not  desire 
war,  nor  dojes  any  man  who  loves  God  and 
righteousness  But  It  may  be  forced  upon  us, 
and  every  preparation  possible  Is  being  made 
for  that  eventuality.  In  the  meantime  It  ought 
to  be  the  pfayer  In  private  and  In  public  of  all 
God’s  peoplq  that  we  may  be  spared  the  horrors 
of  war,  the ‘loosing  of  all  the  baser  passions  of 
hate  and  lawlessness,  the  destruction  of  life  and 
property  anil  paralysis  of  business  and  the  In¬ 
jury  of  all  Work  In  the  kingdom  of  God. 


The  Watchman-Examiner  says  of  the  Billy

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cover  the  entire  amount.  In  our  churches  we 
learn  what  the  requirements  of  the  different  In¬ 
stitutions  and  departments  of  the  work  and  put 
them  all  together,  and  proceed  to  raise  the  en¬ 
tire  amount  to  be  divided  among  them  all  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  agreed  proportion,  according  to 
their  needs  as  they  have  been  represented.  This 
was  done  by  the  convention  through  a  commit¬ 
tee  which  worked  at  the  problem  assiduously 
and  considered  the  needs  of  every  phase  of  the 
work.  It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  that  the 
churches  will  approve  thla  ratio  and  set  them¬ 
selves  to  the  task  of  raising  their  share  of  It. 
Many  are  already  doing  so  and  others  will.  To 
be  sure,  If  any  church  wishes,  It  can  divide  Its 
gifts  In  any  other  ratio,  but  we  have  heard  no 
complaint  of  that  made  by  the  convention.  Or 
any  Individual  member  may  make  his  own  (di¬ 
vision  of  funds  which  he  gives,  but  generally 
they  will  all  wish  to  co-operate  In  a  given  plan. 
The  budget  means  something  from  everybody  to 
every  object,  all  objects  getting  a  square  deal. 
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In  the  Old  Testament  and  also  in  the  New, 
war  is  represented  as  the  visitation  of  the  wrath 
of  God,  and  In  later  times  still,  Atttla  the  Hun 
was  recognized  as  and  called  "the  scourge  of 
God"  as  his  wild  hordes  swept  over  Europe  like 
a  prairie  fire.  In  the  time  of  his  last  visit  to 
Jerusalem  Jesus  wept  over  Jerusalem  as  he  told 
of  the  terrible  Invasion  of  the  Romans  and  their 
destruction  of  the  temple  and  murder  of  the 
people.  But  He  said  It  was  the  visitation  of  the 
wrath  of  God  for  the  rejection  of  the  prophets 
and  of  the  Son  of  God.  He  said  all  the  blood 
that  was  shed  from  righteous  Abel  to  that  of 
Zachariah,  the  son  of  Barachiah.  who  had  been 
recently  killed,  should  be  required  of  that  gen¬ 
eration.  When  the  Iniquity  of  the  people  Is  full. 
God  will  no  longer  forbear.  One  does  not  have 
to  poee  as  a  prophet  to  believe  that  the  terrible 
sufferings  In  Europe  which  accompany  war,  are 
the  outbreaking  of  the  wrath  of  Ood.  And  then 
Paul'a  question  comes  to  us.  “What  then?  Are 
we  better  than  they?"  '  And  then  his  answer, 
"No,  In  no  wise;  for  we  before  laid  to  the 
charge  of  both  that  they  are  all  under  sin.”  It 
is  a  time  for  confession  and  calling  upon  Ood. 
The  sins  of  money-lovlqg  and  pleasure-loving 
have  led  us  away  from  God.  We  have  not  re¬ 
membered  the  warning  of  Moses  to  Israel  as 
they  were  preparing  to  enter  Canaan,  "And  It 
shall  be  w~hen  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  have 
brought  thee  Into  the  land,  •  •  •  and  houses 
full  of  all  good  things  •  •  *  when  thou  shalt 
have  eaten  and  be  full,  then  beware  lest  thou 
forget  the  Lord.  Thou  shalt  fear  4he  Lord  thy 
God  and  serve  Him.”  (Deut.  6 : 1  Off . )  Why 
may  not  the  goodness  of  God  lead  us  to  repen¬ 
tance?

Onc  difficulty  w  hich  the  budget  will  encounter, 
has  already  encountered,  Is  Its  Inability  to  relieve 
Immediately  the  inequalities  now  In  existence 
and  firoduced  by  the  lack  of  a  budget  In  the 
past.  This  is  a  real  difficulty  and  eath  church 
must  work  it  out  for  itself,  always  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  time  when  these  Inequalities  will 
disappear.  For  Instance,  In  some  churches  sub¬ 
scriptions  have  already  been  made  for  some 
special  benevolence,  as  education  or  hospitals. 
Shall  these  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  budget 
and  the  amount  given  to  those  objects  by  the 
church  be  reduced  by  Just  that  much?  Each 
church  will  work  It  out  In  the  way  It  thinks 
best.  But  as  a  rule,  It  will  be  better  for  the 
budget  to  be  made  out  Independently  of  these 
special  subscriptions,  for  these  reasons:  These 
special  gifts  are  exceptional  and  will  not  greatly 
affect  the  totals;  they  will  In  most  cases  not 
go  through  the  church  treasury  and  ao  will  not 
be  known;  they  were  made  to  rover  past  needs 
and  obligations  and  not  those  to  be  met  by  this 
year's  budget;  they  will  help  to  equalize  the 
contributions,  for  these  objects  have  been  gen¬ 
erally  neglected  and  will  In  many  churches. not 
get  on  the  budget  for  this  year,  the  churches 
only  gradually  adopting  the  budget.  Neither 
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I)r.  R.  Wl  Weaver  says:  "A  Baptist  who  Is 
lacking  In  Intelligence  la  an  incomplete  Baptist: 
a  Baptist  who  does  not  desire  for  himself  and 
his  children  Rhe  best  possible  education  Is  a  het¬ 
erodox  Bapt|gt;  and  a  Baptist  who  Is  not  willing 
to  make  sacrifices  to  secure  for  himself  and  for 
those  dependent  upon  hlgi  this  education  Is  a 
heretical  Boptlat  and  ought  to  be  reproved,  If 
not  disciplined  by  his  church."  It  Is  the  province 
of  the  Education  Commission  to  help  In  correct 
log  conditions  which  gender  Ignorance  or  prevent 
the  best  education  One  of  the  worst  result*  of 
Ignorance  1^  a  prejudice  against  Its  removal.

RESOLUTION  OF  THANKS 


In  a  recent  article  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  J. 
B.  (iambrell  on  the  subject  of  “Business  and 
Religion/’  we  find  this  timely  and  striking 
statement : 

“Many  of  our  people  do  not  sufficiently 
appreciate  the  nobility  of  a  group  of  Bap¬ 
tist  laymen  who  are  willing  to  personally 
endorse  for  large  sums  of  money  to  carry 
on  the  denominational  work.”  Please  read 
those  words  at  least  twice.  I)r.  Gambrel.l 
was  discussing  the  necessity  of  borrowing 
money  with  which  to  finance  denominational 
interests  and  also  the  necessity,  under  the 
new  banking  laws,  of  somebody  becoming 
jwrsonally  responsible  for  this  mouey .  He 
was  writing  about  matters  in  Tcxas.-but  sim¬ 
ilar  conditions  exist  in  Mississippi.  Our 
boards  of  trustees,  as  well  as  our  Convention 
Board,  have  to  borrow  money  to  carry  on 
the  works  committed  to  them  by  the  conven¬ 
tion.  and  somebody  must  become  personally 
responsible  for  that  money. 

We  hear  much  about  debt  in  connection 
with  Baptist  enterprises  in  our  State.  Let 
me  say  that  this  is  not  the  result  of  misman¬ 
agement.  No  board  of  trustees  has  gone 
further  in  the  work  committed  to  them  than 
the  instructions  given  by  those  who  appoint¬ 
ed  them  to  the  work.  Upon  the  instructions 
of  the  Baptists  of  the  State,  they  have 
launched  campaigns,  and  upon  the  promises 
of  the  people  to  pay,  they  have  borrowed 
money  with  which  to  carry  out  the  instruc¬ 
tions  given. 

Why  does  the  work  now  limp  and  our  ap¬ 
pointees  groan  under  the  heavy  burdens  as¬ 
sumed  f  Because  the  brethren  and  sisters 
of  the  State  have  not  realized  what  it  means 
to  subscribe  to  the  different  objects  and  then 
fail  to  pay.  I  could  name  quite  a  number 
of  men  who  are  embarrassed  to  lay,  men  who 
go  with  bowed  heads  and  puzzled  brains  be¬ 
cause  of  heavy  financial  burdens  assumed 
upon  the  instructions  of  the  denomination. 
Some  have  been  forced  to  pay  out  hundreds 
of  dollars  to  keep  out  of  the  courts  and  to 
keep  the  Baptist  institutions  out  of  court. 
These  are  plain  words.  Some  may  feel  that 
they  should  not  be  said.  But  I  believe  they 
ought  to  be  said.  If  our  pastors  and  lay¬ 
men  do  not  come  to  appreciate  the  position 
in  which  our  burden  bearers,  the  trustees 
are  placed,  and  be  more  prpmpt  in  meeting 
the  promises  made  to  them,  as  well  as  givng 
them  more  hearty  co-operation,  the  time  will 
come  when  our  brethren  will  shrink  from 
positions  of  this  nature  and  all  our  work  will 
suffer  greatly. 

The  campaign  is  now  on  for  Christian  ed¬ 
ucation.  If  seyenty-five  per  cent,  due  and 
past  due,  subscriptions  to  this  cause  We  re 
I>aid,  I  am  confident  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion  could  cjjl  this  campaign  off  at  once. 
Some  of  these  subscriptions  cannot  be  paid, 
but  doubtless  the  greater  portion  of  it  could 
be  paid  with  the  right  kind  of  sacrifice. 

Think  of  our  burden  Iwarers  and  remem¬ 
ber  that  they  need  relief  and  need  it  now. 
Your  portion  may  be  small,  but  it  is  impor¬ 
tant.  Lift  I

In  Matt.  16:18  Jesus  said,  “I  will  build 
my  church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it  ”  In  this  Scripture  there 
ore  two  ideas  worthy  of  note:  First,  that 
the  church  is  of  divine  origin,  as  it  was  built 
by  Jesus  Christ ;  second,  it  will  exist  in  every 
age  of  the  world.  The  proof  of  this  is  the 
fact  that  Jesus  said  that  the  gates  of  hell 
should  not  prevail  against  it.  In  the  first 
place,  let  us  define  a  church  from  a  New  Tes¬ 
tament  standpoint.  The  w’ord  church  in 
English,  as  translated  from  the  Greek, 
ekklesia,  means  an  assembly,  or  called  out. 
According  to  the  commonly  accepted  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  term  church,  wherever  there  is  an 
assembly,  regardless  of  the  cause  of  the  as¬ 
sembly,  it  is  a  church.  Therefore,  when 
Jesus  said,  “I  will  build  my  church,”  He 
makes  a  distinction  between  His  church  and 
ethers.  Therefore,  he  must  have  meant  an 
assembly  of  Baptist  believers  who  have  cov¬ 
enanted  together  to  keep  house  for  him  and 
to  be  governed  by  His  laws.  Soon  after  the 
ascension  of  Christ,  we  find  the  disciples  in 
an  assembly,  voting  for  Matthias  (Acts  1: 
26).  Where  did  they  get  the  idea  of  voting 
in  the  church,  if  not  from  Jesus,  when  He 
constituted  His  church?  As  proof  of  this 
fact,  just  prior  to  His  ascension,  Jesus  gave 
the  Great  Commission  to  the  church,  and 
said,  “Go,  teach  all  nations  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost, 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatso¬ 
ever  I  have  commanded”  (Matt.  28:19-20). 
This  makes  it  very  clear  that  Jesus  had  giv¬ 
en  the  church  commands  with  reference  to 
its  government.  Though  some  Baptist 
preachers  in  our  midst  are  advocating  the 
idea  that  Jesus  did  not  organize  His  church, 
I  am  sure  that  He  did  and  that  it  did  not 
spring  up  into  existence  like  a  mushroom. 
Jesus  has  given  His  commission  and  His 
commands  to  His  church;  He  has  given  it 
ordinances,  such  as  baptism,  and  His  sup¬ 
per,  to  be  observed;  He  has  given  it  laws 
by  which  to  be  governed  and  authority  to 
receive  mtmbeA;  He  has  given  authority  to 
withdraw  fellowship,  and  to  ordain  preach¬ 
ers  (Acts  13:2).  May  we  not  safely  say, 
then,  that  Jesus  has  constituted  His  church

I  will  end  by  special  reference  to  the  se¬ 
rious  effects  of  smoking  in  boys  and  young 
men,  citing  cases  from  two  reliable  authori¬ 
ties  whom  I  believe  are  well  calculated  to 
judge  correctly  in  reference  to  the  subject. 
But  before  doing  this  I  will  note  here  some 
experience  and  some  reflections  upon  the 
subject.  Not  a  week  ago  one  of  the  clever 
young  men  of  our  town,  apparently  in  every 
other  way  living  consistently,  requested  me 
to  prescribe  a  remedy  for  cigarette  smok¬ 
ing.  stating  the  habit  was  keeping  him  thin, 
gave  him  a  cough  when  he  smoked  much. 
While  talking  with  him  another  acquaintance 
passing  and  overhearing  our  conversation, 
remarked,  “They’re  killing  me,  and  I  have 
not  sense  enough  to  stop  it,”  The  injurious 
influence  of  tobacco  in  excess  even  in  grown 
persons,  sometimes  creating  a  “tobacco 
heart,”  is  quite  hard  to  relieve  as  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  men  wedded  to  their  habit  are  very 
loath  to  forego  their  enjoyment  of  tobacco, 
even  if  their  health  were  compromised  some¬ 
what.  The  strongest  lever  1  think  that  can 
be  used  to  uproot  this  habit  in  men  is  for 
the  sake  of  their  children,  and  the  coming 
generation,  which  is  becoming  an  appalling 
1  actor  in  inducing  a  degeneracy  or  handi¬ 
capping  their  success  in  both  physical  and 
mental  development,  and  probably  morally. 

Effect  on  Study. 

Perhaps  pupils  at  their  school  work,  who 
have  unfortunately  begun  smoking  ciga¬ 
rettes,  have  not  known  why  they  do  not 
study  well  or  keep  up  with  girls.  Now  I 
don’t  say,  for  I  don’t  know,  that  there  was 
a  single  pupil  at  the1  late  high  school  com¬ 
mencement  who  had  been  addicted  to  smok¬ 


ing,  Imt  I  observed  there  were  about  twenty 
young  ladies  receiving  diplomas,  with  two 
young  men  only  Now,  understand  me  and 
forgive  me  if  I  am  wrong,  when  I  ask  the 
question,  which  I  do  now  ask  about  a  pack¬ 
age  of  cigarettes.  Now  for  my  reading  two 
reports  quoted  from  McSherry’s  Health 
about  the  nse  of  smoking  tobacco,  both  in 
boys  and  others,  and  as  follows.  (Published 
in  1881.) 

Testimony  from  Army. 

.“Medical  Department  U.  S.  Naval  Academy. 

“The  impropriety  of  this  practice  has  been 
represented  by  the  various  medical  officers 
successively  attached  to  this  academy.  As 
early  as  March  22,  1861,  Dr.  Palmer  wrote 
to  the  superintendent  with  respect  to  a  case 
of  ‘nausea  and  nervous  derangement,  ren¬ 
dering  him  (an  acting  midshipman)  unfit  for 
study  or*recreation,  of  which  the  cause  was 
the  confessed  use  of  tobacco.’  It  is  not  my 
design,  though  it  might  be  my  duty,  to  make 
this  a  report  of  infraction  of  discipline,  bnt 
only  to  offer  an  authentic  example  of  a 
practice  prevalent  to  an  alarming  extent  in 
the  academy.  If  one  of  the  most  mature 
and  robust  of  our  young  men  is  obliged  to 
confess  himself  unable  to  pursue  his  studies 
hi  consequence  of  the  use  of  tobacco,  how- 
much  more  actively  must  the  same  poison 
operate  upon  many  who  are  mere  boys, 
adopting  this  deleterious  habit  from  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  their  seniors.  There  is  good  rea¬ 
son  to  believe  that  a  large  number  of  vague 
complaints  for  which  midshipmen  report  to 
Ihe  surgeon  must  be  attributed  solely  to  the 
use  of  tobacco.  I  know  of  no  other  mode  of 
accounting  for  the  malaise,  want  of  sleep, 
dizziness,  headache,  nausea,  etc.,  of  which  I 
receive  representations;  and  finally,  it  is  my 
deliberate  opinion  that  the  unsatisfactory 
•  recitations  and  consequent  failures  at  final 
examinations,  so  injurious  to  the  interests 
of  this  establishment,  are  to  be  attributed 
in  great  measure,  to  nervotis  derangement 
caused  by  the  common  use  of  tobacco  by 
the  students.  It  becomes  my  duty  to  recom¬ 
mend  some  stringent  measure  to  correct  this 
practice.” 

Enemy  to  Eyesight. 

The  other  report  is  from  the  Oculist.  Mc- 
Sherry  quotes:  “Professor  Chisolm  recent¬ 
ly  made  a  report  to  the  Baltimore  Academy 
of  Medicine  on  “The  Poisonous  Effects  of 
Tobacco  on  the  Eyesight,’  in  which  he  stated 
that  in  the  past  few  years  he  had  treated 
thirty-five  cases  of  blindness,  directly  trac- 
able  to  the  nse  of  tobacco  by  smoking,  in 
ever}-  case  but  one.  •  •  •  The  assumption 
is  converted  into  certainty  by  the  fact  that 
appropriate  remdies  fail  entirely  while  the 
habit  of  smoking  is  continued ;  whereas,  when 
it  is  abandoned,  cures  may  usually  be  ef¬ 
fected  rapidly.” 

In  reference  to  the  tobacco  habit  and  to 
make  it  still  more  up  to  date  and  authentic. 
I  have  quoted  from  one  of  my  volumes  of  the 
German  Clinic  (1911  issue),  American  editor 
being  Richard  C.  Cabot,  M.  D.,  of  Harvard 
I’niversity.  (I  have  interpreted  the  terms 
for  the  better  understanding  of  the  laity, 
and  as  follows) : 

“More  important  than  acute  •  •  •  js 
chronic  nicotine  poisoning,  which  presents 
itself  to  the  physician  in  a  different  aspect. 


Rapid  and  Irregular  heart  action  and  heart 
weakness  a^e  the  principal  and  common 
symptoms,  t *  *  *  How  far  severe  anatom¬ 
ical  change^  of  the  heart  are  related  to 
chronic  tobacco  poisoning  I  shall  not  attempt 
to  decide;  the  possibility  of  such  an  occur¬ 
rence  cannqt  be  disputed  Other  and  very 
important  symptom-  are  disturbances  mi  the 
part  of  the  qyes;  dimness  of  vision  blindness, 
contracted  Pupil  and  spasm  of  acconnnoda 
tion.  Weakjness  of  memory  and  melancholic 
conditions  *re  also  among  the  signs  of 
chronic  nicotinism.”

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EDITORIAL 


MAKING  FRIENDS 


This  is  one  of  the  happiest  and  most  useful 
faculties  or  habits  that  one  ever  possesses 
or  acquires.  Next  to  his  own  moral  character 
it  is  his  chief  asset  in  business.  And  by  bus¬ 
iness,  we  do  not  mean  here  the  ability  to  buy 
and  sell,  but  the  power  to  do  things,  to  bring 
things  to  pass,  to  carry  a  point,  to  accom¬ 
plish  a  purpose.  If  it  is  permissible  to.  bring 
in  the  overworked  word  “efficiency,”  this 
is  a  very  good  place  for  it.  If  efficiency 
means  the  ability  to  do  things  then  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  friends  puts  one  in  the  A-l  class  of 
efficient  men.  There  are  certain  lines  of 
endeavor  in  which  this  is  particularly  evi¬ 
dent,  but  there  is  no  line  in  which  the  truth 
does  not  hold  good.  It  is  commonly  sup¬ 
posed  that  this  is  the  politician’s  chief  cap¬ 
ital.  But  the  successful  politician  has  not 
in  most  cases  made  himself  friendly  that  he 
may  win,  blit  he  has  won  because  he  has  the 
disposition  to  make  friends.  Some  of  us 
who  decry  what  we  term  the  art  of  the  pol¬ 
itician  would  be  far  more  successful  in  life 
if  we  had  his  gift  of  making  friends.  The 
roll  call  of  men  who  have  held  office  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  for  long  periods  and  have  left  their 
impress  on  their  state  or  community,  will 
show  men  who  were  able  to  grip  others  to 
them  with  friendship  hooks  of  steel.

FRIENDS  THAT  LAST. 


Jesus  said  of  the  friends  that  are  made 
by  the  right  use  of  money  that  they  arc  the 
kind  that  endure.  “They  may  receive  you 
into  the  eternal  tabernacles.’’  One  of  the 
difficulties  encountered  in  the  formation  of 
friendships  is  that  they  are  so  often  broken 
off.  This  may  be  due  to  the  accidents  of 
time,  or  it  mhv  be  due  to  the  character  of 
the  friends  themselves.  Men  have  been 
known  to  be  almost  inseparable  in  their 
friendly  association  for  h  time,  even  for  a 
long  time,  but  afterward  become  estranged 
and  embittered  so  that  they  avoid  each  other 
and  when  they  meet  refuse  to  speak.  Almost 
anybody  can  recall  some  instances  of  this 
kind.  What  is  the  cause  of  it  all!  If  in¬ 
vestigation  were  made,  it  would  probably 
be  shown  that  the  friendships  were  formed 
on  a  basis  of  merely  selfish  or  superficial  in¬ 
terests.  If  it  is  due  to  a  common  interest 
in  Hereford  cows  or  Poland-China  hogs,  or 
on  the  accident  of  location,  it  may  be  easily 
broken  off.  These  things  do  not  belong  to 
our  permanent  interests  and  do  not  go  deep 
enough  to  stand  the  test  of  time  or  conflict¬ 
ing  interests. 

Surprise  might  naturally  be  expressed  that 
permanent  friendship  should  be  procured  by 
money.  Not  by  money;  but  by  the  right 
use  of  money.  No  mercenary  friends  are 
these.  They  are  not  bound  to  one  another 
by  hope  of  favors  to  come,  but  by  such  help 
unsolicited  as  one  through  love  takes  un- 
mixed  pleasure  in  giving.  There  is  only  one 
permanent  institution  in  the  world  and  that 
is  the  kingdom  of  God.  The  only  thing 
against  which  the  gates  of  hades  shall  not 
prevail  is  the  church  of  Christ.  Governments 
rise  and  fall,  for  God  has  “determined  their 
appointed  seasons  and  the  bounds  of  their 
habitation.’’  Families  are  constantly  disin¬ 
tegrating  and  whole  races  have  perished. 
Business  institutions  come  and  go  like  the^ 
driftwood  on  the  surf.  The  most  permanent  of 
them  all  are  in  peril  of  disappearance.  There 
is  no  law  that  can  absolutely  guarantee  our 
interests  in  them  The  only  investment  that 
is  absolutely  secure  is  what  is  put  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  The  only  place  where 
what  you  do  is  “steadfast,  immovable,”  is 
in  the  Lord,  for  “your  labor  is  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord.”  The  only  thing  immortal  on 
earth  is  man.  You  can  only  do  a  permanent 
work,  one  that  will  survive  the  wreck  of  time 
by  investing  in  immortal  man,  the  imperish¬ 
able  mind  and  soul  of  men.  The  work  we 
do  on  them  will  abide  when  the  heavens  and 
the  earth  shall  be  dissolved  with  fervent 
heat  What  we  contribute  to  their  redemp¬ 
tion  and  development,  their  enlightenment 
and  upbuilding  will  be  found  unto  praise 
and  honor  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord.

PROHIBITION  IN  MISSISSIPPI. 


This  question,  regardless  of  the  attitude 
one  may  assume  toward  it,  cannot  be  ignored 
by  the  thoughtful  and  progressive.  The 
drink  problem  is  eliciting  as  never  before 
the  serious  attention  and  study  of  leaders 
in  all  spheres  of  life.  That  economics,  bus¬ 
iness,  society,  government,  education,  are 
all  perceptibly  affected  by  the  tippling  habit, 
no  intelligent  person  will  deny. 

In  many  long,  hard-fought  battles,  religion 
single-handed  engaged  the  common  foe; 
later,  the  moral  forces  aligned  themselves 
with  the  religious;  and  now  economics  in  its 
broadest  sense  has  joined  hands  with  religion 
and  morals.  These  three  forces,  as  their  co¬ 
operation  is  becoming  closer  and  more  com¬ 
pact  with  every  passing  week,  are  destined 
to  accomplish  the  overthrow  of  former 
views  and  customs  in  regard  to  liquor  selling 
and  drinking. 

From  territorial  days,  the  legislature  of 
Mississippi  has  bestowed  careful  thought 
upon  the  liquor  question,  very  few  sessions 
eVer  having  passed  without  the  enactment 
of  laws  designed  to  regulate  and  restrict 
the  operations  of  this  outlaw.  But  finally 
discouraged  in  efforts  to  regulate  a  heart¬ 
less,  lawless  monster  it  was  decided  in  1908 
that  the  principle  of  annihilation  was  the 
measure  to  be  invoked.  So  the  State  ab¬ 
solved  itself  from  any  partnership  with  this 
iniquitous  traffic.  Not  one  cent  of  blood 
money  has  gone  into  the  treasury  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  since  December  31,  1908,  at  midnight. 
Every  conceivable  economic  consideration, 
justified  that  step,  as  we  have  seen  in  the 
light  of  subsequent  developments. 

The  main  point  of  our  present  anti-liquor 
laws  is  that  only  one  quart  of  liquor  can  be 
received  or  possessed  within  any  period  of 
fiften  days,  and  the  substance  of  our  anti¬ 
liquor  advertising  law  is  absolute  prohibition 
of  liquor  advertising  in  any  place  or  in  any 
manner  whatever  in  the  State. 

It  is  entirely  safe  to  say  that  during  the 
eight  years  of  no  license,  the  sale  and  con¬ 
sumption  of  liquors  in  our  State  have  been 
reduced  ninety  per  cent,  and  that  crime  has 
been  reduced  fifty-five  per  cent.  This  state¬ 
ment  is  predicated  upon  voluntary  state¬ 
ments  of  all  classes  of  State  and  county  of¬ 
ficials,  from  the  Governor  down  to  constable. 
Space  will  not  permit  us  to  quote  from  the 
judges,  from  the  Supreme  bench  down, 
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sheriffs,  prosecuting  attorneys,  and  magis¬ 
trates,  but  wc  take  the  liberty  of  making  an 
excerpt  frim  Governor  Bilbo’s  message  to 
the  legislature  of  1916:  “Our  State-wide 
prohibitiop  law  is  as  well  or  better  enforced 
than  oug  Sunday,  gambling,  concealed 
weapons  and  blasphemy  and  some  other 
statutes.  Ilts  effect  is  beneficial  and  it  meets 
the  approval  of  a  vast  majority  of  our  cit¬ 
izenship.’! 

Statements  like  the  above  could  be  here 
multiplied  ad  infinitum;  but  so  patent  is  it 
to  the  mmd  of  every  Mississippian  and  so 
satisfactoj-y  is  it  to  Mississippians  generally, 
that  it  wiuld  be  superfluous  to  give  at  any 
length  testimonials  as  to  the  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  of  State- wide  prohibition.  Its  effects 
are  very  perceptible  in  evry  line  or  branch 
of  human  activity.  This  is  so  eminently  and 
generally  Itrue  that  scarcely  any  person  who 
is  in  any  pense  patriotic  would  be  willing  to 
return  to! the  saloon  regime.  So  far  as  we 
can  learn)  no  city  or  town  in  the  State  has 
deteriorated  in  any  way,  and  those  could  be 
named  by  the  dozens  which  have  improved 
more  than  fifty  per  cent  in  business  educa¬ 
tion,  morals  and  religion.  Prosperity,  hap¬ 
piness  an<l  general  satisfaction  with  present 
conditions  are  to  be  noted  in  all  places  in  our 
State.  The  statement  seems  a  little  hard, 
but  facts  in  the  situation  compel  the  asser¬ 
tion  that  jnone  but  whiskey  sellers,  whiskey 
drinkers  and  moral  degenerates  can  be  found 
who  deesy  'present  conditions  relative*  to 
our  management  of  the  liquor  problem. 

The  rapst  ardent  prohibitionists  in  the 
State  are  well  satisfied  with  the  progress  the 
prohibition  cause  has  made,  but  are  de¬ 
termined  '.never  to  return  the  sword  to  its 
scabbard  until  they  shall  see  an  absolutely 
dry  Mississippi  and  America

These  witnesses  all 
have  the  marked  characteristics  of  telling 
the  truth.  No  one  has  ever  successfully  at¬ 
tacked  their  veracity. 

For  illustration  we  will  examine  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  a  few  of  the  witnesses  who  gave 
testimony  to  Jesus  as  recorded  in  the  gospel 
of  John.  The  Baptist  was  a  great  prophet, 
and  his  testimony  had  much  weight  with  the 
people.  lie  testified  on  two  occasions.  ‘‘And 
this  is  the  record  of  John,  when  the  Jews 
sent  priests  and  Levites  from  Jerusalem  to 
ask  him.

And  he  said,  I  am 
not.  Art  thou  that  prophet!  And  he  an¬ 
swered,  No.  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Who 
art  thou!  that  wp  may  give  an  answer  to 
them  that  sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of 
thyself!  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  cry¬ 
ing  in  the  wilderness,  Make  straight  the  way 
of  the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias.

The  make-up  union  movement  has  been 
well  tried  in  England,  with  the  result  that 
all  the  nou-Catholic.  non-Conformist  bodies, 
Baptists,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  have 
steadily  lost  out,  not  for  one  year,  but  year 
after  year  for  a  distressing  number  of  years. 
The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  hap¬

The  Budget  Outlook. 

The  outlook  for  the  budget  is  great.  Onr 
budget  man,  Brother  Tdll,  will  begin  his 
work  the  20th  of 'this  month.  His  first  work 
will  be  either  at  the  Tupelo  school  or  at  the 
McComb  City  school.  Cloar  says  that  he 
must  have  him,  and  whatever  Cloar  sets  his 
head  to  get,  he  generally  gets,  so  I  suspect 
Tull  will  be  at  the  Tupelo  school  He  will 
also  be  at  the  McComb  City  school.  At  these 
places  he  will  go  over  the  budget  system  out¬ 
lining  some  of  the  main  features  and  point¬ 
ing  out  its  advantages.  He  will  also  tell  how 
to  proceed  in  putting  it  on,  point  out  some 
of  the  dangers,  and  set  up  some  mile  hoards 
to  mark  the  way  of  safety.  Brother  Tull 
“has  the  goods”  on  this  system  and  if  the 
brethren  will  but  listen  to  him  he  will  show 
them  the  way  to  systematize  their  work. 

Many  churches  have  already  responded  to 
the  appeal  made  and  have  put  on  the  budget. 
I  am  writing  this  at  the  first  of  the  month, 
and  already  we  have  begun  to  receive  checks 

marked,  “Enclosed  $ .  for  the 

budget.”  The  bookkeeper  takes  these 
amounts  and  divides  them  according  to  the 
basis  fixed  by  the  convention.  I  am  confi¬ 
dently  expecting  to  see  the  time  when  prac¬ 
tically  every  church  in  the  State  will  be  on 
the  budget  system,  and  will  be  remitting  to 
us  monthly  for  all  the  objects.  It’s  coming, 
let  us  all  hasten  its  coming  by  getting  in 
line  with  the  movement. 
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The  other  two  schools— Tupelo  and  Mc¬ 
Comb  City — will  Tie  held  on  the  following 
dates:  Tupelo,  February  25  to  March  4; 
McComb  City,  March  4-11.  At  Tupelo,  Dr. 
John  T.  Christian  will  teach  the  Bible;  Dr. 
E.  L.  Wesson  will  teach  homiletics ;  Byrd 
will  have  charge  of  the  Sunday  School  work. 
Miss  Iiackey  the  W.  M.  U.  work,  and  the 
corresponding  secretary  will  have  charge  of 
missions  and  church  efficiency.  We  are  ex¬ 
pecting  a  great  time.  If  any  pastor  misses 
it  he  will  be  the  loser.  There  is  not  a  pastor 
in  that  territory  who  ought  not  to  get 
preaching  material  that  will  enliven,  vitalize, 
invigorate,  energize  anil  prime  his  sermons 
for  a  whole  year.

OUR  CONVENTION  CITY. 

Fifteen  years  ngo  last  May  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  met  in  New  Orleans} 
Again  we  are  planning  for  the  great  gath¬ 
ering  of  our  people.  Many  changes  have 
taken  place  since  1901.  At  that  time  there 
were  just  four  churches  of  our  denomination 


in  the  city — Coliseum,  First,  St.  Charles  ave¬ 
nue  and  Valence — and  only  one  that  receiv¬ 
ed  no  assistance  from  the  Home  Board. 

The  First  church  held  services  in  an  old 
theatre  on  Magazine  street.  In  1908  their 
house  of  worship  was  built  on  St.  Charles 
avenue,  and  as  has  been  already  stated  by 
Miss  Mallory  in  her  report  for  November-,  it 
is  there  the  W.  M.  U.  sermon  will  be  preach¬ 
ed  Sunday  morning  of  the  convention. 

In  1905  Grace  church,  down  in  the  French 
district,  was  organized  and  somewhat  later 
Central  began  its  career  as  a  church.  The 
latter  had  for  several  years  been  a  mission. 
It  is  located  on  Jefferson  Davis  parkway, 
just  a  short  block  from  Canal  street. 

Two  of  our  churches  are  now  entirely  self- 
supporting.  In  fact,  they  have  established 
mission  Sunday  Schools.  The  total  white 
membership  in  our  denomination  is  about 
fourteen  hundred. 

A  serious  problem  is  the  failure  of  num¬ 
bers  of  Baptists  moving  into  our  midst  to 
identify  themselves  with  any  of  our  churches. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are  three 
thousand.  Another  thing  which  is  very  dis¬ 
couraging  is  the  short  residence  of  some  who 
do  join  our  forces  and  show  their  willing¬ 
ness  and  ability  to  work.  If  all  who  move 
here  would  stay,  our  growth  would  be  far 
more  noticeable  than  it  is. 

Soon  after  the  Louisiana  Convention  of 
1915,  the  State  Board  sent  t\^o  missionaries 
to  New  Orleans.  While  located  in  the  city, 
they  have  gone  out  into  the  towns,  establish¬ 
ing  missions  wherever  practicable.  At  the 
close  of  November,  1916,  our  women  had 
the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  Miss  Mallory. 
A  meeting  was  held  at  the  First  church  in 
the  interests  of  the  annual  meeting  next 
spring.  Miss  Mallory  gave  in  detail  the  du¬ 
ties  of  the  various  committees.  An  organi- 
zntion  was  effected  for  the  purpose  of  elect¬ 
ing  general  chairman,  secretary  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  finance  committee.  The  appoint¬ 
ment  of  sub  committees  was  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  general  chairman. 

Mrs.  R.  L.  Baker,  1314  Pleasant  street, 
hns  been  chosen  chairman  of  the  presa  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Grunewald  Hotel,  which  will  be  con¬ 
vention  and  union  headquarters;  the  Athen¬ 
aeum,  where  the  convention  will  meet;  the 
First  Methodist  church  the  meeting  place 
of  the  Union;  the  First  Baptist  church  and 
St.  Charles  avenue  church,  where  the  field 
secretaries’  council  will  be  held,  are  all  on 
the  St.  Charles  and  Tulane  Belt-Line. 

We  are  hoping  and  praying  for  a  meeting 
of  which  our  Father  will  approve,  and  upon 
which  His  benediction  will  rest.

elsewhere,  the  same  to  be  examined 
by  Inspectors  selected  by  himself. 
From  what  follows,  It  would  seem 
that  probably  the  Wilsons  received 
contracts  from  Anderson  to  furnish 
beef  to  the  government  troops  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Greenbush. 

At  this  time  Samuel  Wilson  was 
appointed  an  inspector  of  beef  for 
the  army,  and  as  one  of  the  narra¬ 
tives  records  he  marked  the  barrels 
passing  his  Inspection  with  the  In¬ 
itials  “U.  8.,"  meaning  United  States. 
Among  the  troopers  at  Greenbush 
were  a  number  of  men  from  Troy 
who  knew  Wilson,  and  also  knew 
that  he  was  familiarly  called  "Uncle’ 
Sam."  When  the  beef  came  to  their 
camp  marked  “U.  S.,"  and  knowing 
that  Wilson  had  shipped  It,  they  re¬ 
ferred  to  It  as  Uncle  Sam's  beef.  The 
other  soldiers,  without  investigation, 
accepted  the  letters  on  the  barrels 
as  standing  for  Uncle  Sam,  and  In 
the  course  of  time  the  appellation 
came  to  be  applied  generally  to  the 
government  and  the  designation  of 
the  United  States  as  Uncle  Sam  came 
to  be  as  well  known  as  John  Bull. 

John  F.  Watson.  In  his 


cess  In  business  he  mainly  attributed 
to  strict  system  in  his  plans,  and  the 
constant  habit  of  early  rising,  and  to 
this  habit  he  undoubtedly  owed  his 
uniform  good  health  and  his  useful 
life.  In  his  political  creed  he  was 
strictly  Republican,  and  was  warmly 
attached  to  the  Democratic  party,  and 
In  the  election  of  General  Jackson 
to  the  presidency  lie  took  an  active 
part,  serving  as  a  standing  chairman 
of  the  party,  both  at  the  first  and 
second  elections.  In  his  religious 
creed  he  was  tolerant  to  all.  He  was’ 
united  to  no  church,  but  at  the  age 
of  three-score  years,  his  mind  be¬ 
came  deeply  Imbued  with  religion, 
and  feeling  his  responsibility  to  bis 
Maker  he  solemnly  dedicated  himself 
to  God.” 

This  record  also  states  that  at  this 
age  he  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
church,  of  Troy.  Of  this  we  are  not 
certain.  We  do  know,  however,  that 
for  some  time  In  his  earlier  life  he 
was  Identified  with  the  work  of  the 
First  church. 

In  the  early  records  of  the  church 
for  January  2,  1808,  we  read,  "This 
may  certify  that  this  selection  has

In  1812  a  contractor,  Elbert  An¬ 
derson.  advertised  In  several  news¬ 
papers  for  proposals  for  pork  and 
beef  to  be  delivered  at  Troy  and 


show  him 
I  present  at  meetings  of  the  board. 

On  December  20,  1813,  he  was 

again  elected  trustee  for  a  period  of 
three  years  dating  from  January  9, 
1814,  and  bis  presence  Is  indicated 
at  a  meeting  held  May  30,  1816.  His 
term  as  trustee  expired  January  9, 
1817,  and  It  seems  from  the  record 
for  January  8,  1817,  that  he  was  not 
re-elected  as  a  member  of  the  body. 

While  we  are  Ignorant  of  the  real 
measure  of  his  activity,  and  Influ¬ 
ence  In  our  church,  It  Is  at  least  an 
interesting  fact  that  for  these  nine 
years  he  served  as  a  trustee  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  of  Troy,  and 
that,  therefore,  we  can  claim  a  very 
real  relationship  through  the  bonds 
of  church  work  to  the  real  "Uncle 
Sam." — Watchman-Examiner.
